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last known address of the non-signing inventor. Applicant lacks 
items (1) and (2) set forth above. 

As to item (1), Rule 47 applicant has failed to show that the 
inventor cannot be reached after a diligent effort to reach the 
inventor. Applicant has, stated that calls were made to Johns 
Hopkins University and NIH "where it was rumored that she may be 
working." What other attempts were made to locate the inventor, 
e.g., through e-mail or the telephone? 

As to item (2), an oath or declaration for the patent application 
signed by Nauss, Reid and Wolf in compliance with 37 CFR 1.63 and 
1.64 still has not been presented. A declaration setting forth 
Mr. Scheherazade's residence, citizenship and post office address 
has not been presented. An oath or declaration in compliance with 
3 7 CFR 1.63 and 1.64 signed by the available inventors, Mr. 
Nauss, Mr. Reid and Ms. Wolf, on behalf of themselves and Mr. 
Scheherzade is REQUIRED. See MPEP 409.03(a). It is unclear 
whether any of the available inventors actually signed the 
declarations; it appears as though they only filled out their 
names and addresses on the declaration but did not sign them.
